Fi inance 


I had hoped to be able to bring to you a comparison of the 


> finances of this quadrennium, in all of their ramifications, with those — 


of other quadrenniums. To this end I have gone through all the . 
Minutes of all of the General Conferences of the past hundred 
years. My investigation was rather disappointing. The earliest 
minutes I could find, in which the record of our income and ex-. 
penditures was presented in such a way as to make possible an 
approach to comparison, were those of 1912. Because, however, of 
the inclusion from time to time of such special incomes as those of 
the Million Dollar Campaign, the Inter-Church World Movement, 


the Japanese Earthquake Relief, and the Gratitude Gift, accurate 


comparisons are impossible. 


| To increase the difficulty we have the varying borrowings of : 
the several Boards, not always clearly distinguished; and the separa- 


tion of the income of the Women’s Societies in one quadrennium, 
and their inclusion in another. For example, on page’ 158 of the 
Minutes of 1912, you will find a Financial Table under the caption 
“Contributions to General Interests,” and the total reported re- 
ceived for General Interests during the quadrennium is $479,545.02. 
Included in this total however is $209,751.81 for purely annual con- 
ference purposes such as “annual conference expenses, Church Ex- 
tension, Superannuates and Presidents’ salaries.’? This would leave 
$269,7 39.21 for what are usually designated as General Interests. 
Elsewhere in the Minutes I find in the report of the Corresponding 
Secretary of the Women’s Foreign Missionary Society, that this 
Society raised during the quadrennium $72,197.05. In _ like 
manner I cull from the report of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society that they raised about $3,500. It thus appears that 
$345,436.26 was raised for General Interests from 1908 to 1912. 
The total for this quadrennium is $777,099.72 or an increase in 
twenty years of 125 per cent. The total for the last quadrennium 
was $919,705.37 and of this quadrennium $777.099.72 or a decrease 
of 15 per cent. This is less than the average in other denominations, 
and in view of prevailing financial conditions is encouraging. 


The Budget 


Our system was begun at Zanesville, Ohio, in 
1916, and enlarged to its present form in 1920 at Greensboro, North 
Carolina. It is not a serious criticism of the system to say that in 
the opinion of some it has not proven satisfactory. I question whether 
it would be possible to arrange any system, or fix any goal, that 
would meet with universal approval. Some have said our Budget is 
too large, and others deny this. 


As I see it, our problem is not so much ath the system or the 


size of: the goal, as with our failure to carry the system and goal 


through the annual conference and the local church to the indivi- 
dual with the same definiteness with which they start in the General 
Conference. 


At Zanesville in 1916 I argued against an exclusive budget 
system as being too abstract, too inflexible, and lacking in human

So far as our relations were concerned they were honorably closed 
in a special session of the General Conference held in this city July 
15, 16, 1914. 

In 1904 a Basis of Union with the Primitive Methodist Church 
was adopted, and the following overture was submitted to our Annual 
Conferences: “Shall the proposed terms of union with the Primitive 
Methodist Church be adopted?” This overture was overwhelmingly 
adopted by our people, but failed among the Primitive Methodists. 


In the same year the Baltimore Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church requested the Maryland Annual Conference of our. 
Church to petition our General Conference to appoint a Commission 


on Union to meet with a like Commission from the Methodist Episco- 


pal Church, to consider terms of union with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. This approach was ultimately enlarged to include a Com- 
mission from the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. | 

These Commissions met in joint session in Baltimore, Cincinnati 
and Chattanooga and suggested a plan whereby the three churches 
might be merged into one church to be known as The Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in America,” or “The Methodist Church in America.” 
A full and interesting account of their negotiations and conclusions is 


found in the Minutes of the General Conference of 1912. 


Four years ago the following resolution was presented by Dr. T. 
H. Lewis to the General Conference and unanimously adopted: 
“Resolved, That we favor and long for a united Methodism, 
and in order to promote that object, the president of this .Gen- 
eral Conference is hereby authorized and directed to appoint a 
Commission on Church Union composed of ten members, with 
authority to negotiate with the Methodist and other kindred 
churches during the coming quadrennium.” 

The size of the Commission was later increased to fifteen ‘The 
appointment of Dr. Lewis as fraternal messenger to the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church then in session in 
Kansas City, Missouri was approved, and what he should say to that 
Conference on Methodist Union was left entirely in his hands. 

Two years ago Bishop William F. McDowell, chairman of the 
Commission on Inter-Church Relations of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church, invited our Commission on Church Union to meet with their 
- gub- Commission on Methodist Union to consider with them the wnion 


of our Churches. The results of these new negotiations will he fully 
set forth in the report of our Commission on Church Union. 


A study of our attitudes and activities in matters of Union, for 
the past seventy years leads me to the following conclusions: 

1. The attitude of the Methodist Protestant Church has been 
consistently favorable to Methodist Union on a basis that 
‘would preserve our self-respect. 

2. In no instance, so far as I have been able to discover, has 
our Church taken the initiative in negotiations for union. 
This may or may not be to our credit. - 

3. In every instance our Church, through its commissioners, 
and in the special session of the General Conference held in 
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interest contacts. I am of the same opinion today. There is a grow- 
ing feeling among the leaders of the various denominations the:.

Church Union 


Belief in church union, and especially in Methodist Union, is. 


not new to our people, neither are we strangers to negotiations for 
its consummation. In order to provide a bacKground for the nego- 
tiations of this quadrennium, I am presenting a condensed statement

es I listened recently to a missionary secretary of one of the largest . 
> Boards in America, addressing an annual conference. The burden of 
* his address seemed to be to make plain that their missionary work 


was now back on the basis of 1912. He said they had been forced to 


* call home hundreds of missionaries, and to close many schools and 


hospitals. 

Only last week I listened to a report from the Board of Education 
of a denomination that was meeting in its twenty-ninth quadrennia! 
General Conference, in which the statement was made that during the 
past quadrennium they had been forced to — five of their nine 
colleges. 

Because of the modesty of our program, we ‘have not suffered 
as others have; but our suffering is great enough, and steps must 
be taken at this Conference that will either relieve the suffering or 
modify the enterprise. 

This applies to both our major tasks—Education and Missions. 
Before closing this paragraph may I say an extra word concerning 
Education. 


It is my conviction that if we are to potidinins our present college | 
and seminary program, special provision, outside of the budget al-— 


lowance, will have to be made for its financial support. And I can 


see no reason why such provision should not be made. The restric-— 


tion forbidding special appeals should be modified, and church-wide 
cooperation emphasized. 


Our Needs 
After four years of intimate contact with the life of our Church, 


I find myself in the grip of some very definite convictions as to our. 


needs, and a few of these I shall name in the order of their impor- 
vance. 


The Pulpit 


We need a ministry that knows the experience of Godly SOrrow | 


on account of sin, repentance toward God, the new birth in Christ 


of the Word of God, and wil! preach these in all their fulness. 


We need a ministry of interpretation and proclamation: a min- 


istry that appreciates the difference between truth intellectually ap- 
prehended and truth experimentally known. | Where there is positive 
witness-bearing for Christ in the pulpit there will be few uncertain 
sounds in the pew. 

We need a ministry that will be constantly scaling the heights, 


exploring new spiritual ranges, and coming back on Sunday to in-- 


vite the people into the territory it has discovered; a scouting min- 


istry finding new pasture lands, and new water supplies to which the 
flock can be led. 


As another has said: “We need a devout, worshipful ministry, : 
aflame with the Spirit of Christ; a preaching that exalts and enforces | 
a redemptive message; a Gospel that burns its way into the hearts 
and consciences of sinning men; an evangel that brings men to God. .. 

The pulpit of the Methodist Protestant Church is her throne, . 
and its occupant is her dictator, her interpreter, her challenger, her 
leader and her liberator. He it is who humanly speaking measures . 


her success. 


Jesus, the sacrificial passion of Jesus, sincere faith in the integrity | 
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1914, has acted sincerely and courageously. Her diplomacy 
has been of the shirt sleeve type. | 

4. Our history shows that we have not withdrawn from any 

efforts for church union. : 

Before closing this part of my report, may I be permitted to make 
my position in these matters clear. During these two years of 
negotiations I have constantly kept before me the fact of my double 
relation—official and personal—to all efforts for union. 


I have consistently and conscientiously held in abeyance my own 
ideas and have sought to act as the President of the General Con- 
ference. As such I have said that my responsibility was not to initiate 
but to administer; and I have tried to be as considerate of the views 
and feelings of those opposed to union, as I have been of those 


favoring it. In the first meeting of our Commission I tried to make 
my position clear, and in all subsequent meetings I have sought to 


act in harmony therewith. Personally I am for union, but not for 
absorption. Numerical strength does not determine self-respect. 


Two of the members of the Commission on Church Union died 
during the quadrennium, Dr. T. H. Lewis and Rev. L. EB. Oldaker. |

Your committee on Publishing interests has carefully reviewed 
the labors of the Board of Publication during the last four years 


-and wish to commend this Board for the splendid and complete way it 
has carried out the directions of the last General Conference. 


We recommend that the new charter of the Board of Publication, 
the basis of consolidation as set forth in their report to this Confer- 


ence be approved and that the following articles which harmonize the 
functions of this Board with the new charter be adopted namely, 


1. The General Conference shall at each quadrennial session 
elect “The Board of Publication of the Methodist Protestant Church’’ 
consisting of seven persons, four of whom shall be laymen. Three 


ministers and one of the 7 the President of the General Conference. 


This Board shall be incorporated under the title named, and shall be 


responsible to the General Conference. 


2. Within thirty days after the adjournment of the General 
Conference, the Board of Publication shall meet and organize by the 
election of a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer, 
and an Executive Co mittee of three members. 


8. The publishing houses of the Methodist Protestant Church | 


shall -be located at Pittsburgh and Baltimore, and shall be under 
the control of the Board of Publication. © 

4. The Methodist-Protestant Recorder shall be the official organ 
of. the Methodist Protestant Church. e 

5. The Board of Publication shall decide by a majority vote of 


- its members, what works shall bear the imprint of the denomination, 


also fix the sale price of our copyrights and official papers, official 
organs, and Sunday School periodicals. The editing and production 
of all these publications shall be under the control of this Board 
after consultation with the curriculum committee. 

6. There shall be at least one meeting of the Board of Publica- 
tion each year, the time to be fixed by the Board. Special meetings 
may be held on the call of the President, or of a majority of the 
members of the Board. 

7. The Board of Publication shall have the power ie remove for 
sufficient cause, any of its own officers and elect others in their

REPORT OF THE NOMINATING COMMITTEE

the Agent in Baltimore for the increased responsibilities which he 


assumed by taking over the work at Pittsburgh at the time of the. 


consolidation, be transferred to the salary of the Agent at Pittsburgh 
who will in the future, assume this responsibility. 


Your committee wishes to express its appreciation of the work 

of the Editor of the Methodist Protestant-Recorder and the Publish- 
ing Agent who have been cdmpelled to face almost unparalelled diffi- 
culties arising out of the reorganizing of this work and the General 
business conditions of the last two years. However, we view with 
growing alarm the constant shrinkage in the number of subscriptions 
to our church paper. We do not believe this is due to our Publishing 
Agent,and Editor but to the world crisis which has seriously threat- 
ened the very existence of the denominational literature of many 
churches. There are doubtless many reasons for our loss of ap- 
proximately 3000 subscriptions in the last four years, or over one 


third of our readers, and very definite measures must be adopted by 


the Board of Publication, the Agents, and the Editor to introduce the 


church paper into hundreds of homes which do not now receive it, 
and to decrease the production cost. : 


_ _ While the loss on the church paper during the last quadrennium 
1s $9,677.93 less than during the four years previous to that, yet $51,- 
791.21 is more than we can

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MISSIONS 
Your committee has received the Report of the Board of Mis- 


= sions with samples of the literature and forms of reports prepared 
» by the Board and the Report of the Superintendent of the Children’ S 
= Home, High Point, North Carolina. 


We rejoice in the splendid work of the quadrennium, despite 


the handicap of diminishing resources brought about by economic 
* conditions beyond our control, and we congratulate the Board and 
> the Denomination that no missionaries have been recalled, and the 


work of every station has been prosecuted with vigor, There has been 
no slacking in the devotion of the Secretaries of our Boards nor in 
the zeal of our missionaries who hazard their lives to promote the 
Kingdom in the front lines of God’s advancing army. 

In spite of changed conditions, we remind the church of the 
unchanged command of our Lord: “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” The difficulties of our day are 
not so great as the obstacles before the disciples in the day when 
the great commission was delivered. We dare not refuse the task 
because the times are hard. We must attempt the task and we shail 
have the power to do the work. 

The church is challenged by the fact that the Board is about 
$100,000 in debt, a large part of which is salaries and current ex- 


penses, and our borrowing power is strained. There are some 


mitigating circumstances in this situation and unrecorded ex- 


-. pectations that cannot be counted as assets, but the finances of the 


Board imperatively call for new and larger funds to keep the work 
on the present basis. The fact that no repairs have been made on 
our buildings in the foreign field for several years will make neces- 
sary expenditures in the next few years which should have been 
spread over a longer time. The needs before us should be a chal- 
lenge rather than a discouragement, SS 
The Board has organized and equipped a ‘inthe of offices in 
Baltimore which show, upon inspection, economy with efficiency 
and enable the Secretaries to carry on the business of the Board 
with modern methods. A new literature with set forms of reports 
has been created to promote the work of the various departments. 
We regard this as a commendable achievement of the last quad- 
rennium. 
— It is the opinion of your committee that the secretaries of the 
Board and all returned missionaries, should constantly travel among 


the churches and societies in the home field, making as many per- 


sonal contacts as possible with the original sources of our income. 
We believe that the time so spent would be a wise investment. We 
urge the missionaries in the field to send to our church papers 
stories of human interest and vivid accounts of accomplishments. In- 
spiring information incites interest, intercession and investment. 

Your committee strongly believes that strategy at this time 


demands the concentration of attention on the part of the Ex-. 


ecutive Secretary and the aid of the Board in the outstanding op- 
portunities in the home field, particularly in those churches which 
are facing unusual difficulty. 

We have heard with deep concern and sympathy of the situa- 


tion in the Avalon Park Church, Chicago, Illinois. It is difficult to 


see what the General Conference can do to secure our interest in 
that church. We recommend that the Board of Missions be 
authorized to assist the loyal members of that congregation in their 
desire to remain members of the Methodist Protestant Church and 
the conserving of the property to the denomination which has be- 
gun and carried on the enterprise until the procent situation de- 
veloped,

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CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The necessity for an efficient, world-wide program of Christian 
Education never was so apparent. The world must be taught the 
moral and spiritual idealism of Jesus. While there is no greater in- 
spiration to research work than the spirit of truth as it is in Christ 
Jesus, yet the life of today must be thought of much more as a 
field for the application and practice of the moral and spiritual 
truths than as a laboratory of research or experiment. We have at 
our command much more truth than we follow. - Our concern is in 
making the application of the truth of Christian morals to life. It is 
a Christian educational process, 

By reason of the separation of Church and State, we cannot 
look to the State as such to maintain the application of the ideal- 
ism of Jesus to life by formal educational activities. This can be 
accomplished only by the Church and all the forces of the Chris- 
tian religion. We as a denomination stand conscious, at least to 
a degree, of our responsibility to make our contributions to the 
need of the world in this respect. The scope of life affected ranges 
broadly from the cradle to the grave. We choose to center our 
efforts upon the childhood and youth of the race, 

In the past we have been both wise and etherwine. We have 
planted many institutions of learning. Some have perished, some 
have survived. However, those which have survived, are in better 
condition to render service of the desired kind than they have been 
in all the past. 

The recognition of the of religious 
among children and young people in the field of Sunday Schools and 
training classes recently has reached a prominence never known 
before. In this particular our denominational record merits praise. 


We come to the General Conference with the profound con- 
viction that our whole program of education, ranging up from the 
beginners’ classes in our Sunday schools to the crowning work of 
the colleges and the Seminary, broadly carried on under the plan- 
ning and supervision of our Board of Christian Education, has been 
eminently worthwhile and successful beyond question. 


As colleges, Adrian, Western Maryland, High Point, and West- 
minster, are well located territorially to serve our Church and to 
make for us a definite contribution to the life of the world. Their 


value to us is not measured alone by the number of graduates who 


are now serving in our ministry, but by what the whole student 
procession is doing out in the world of affairs, Money and service 
poured into the Kingdom work cannot be lost.. Somewhere the sow- 


ing comes to the harvest. The atmosphere is vibrant about us with 


the broadcastings of a thousand radio stations. The endless vibrant 


quivers might easily be thought of as a vibrant muddle, but the | 


delicately adjusted instrument will pick up the broadcasting with 
an accuracy and result akin to miracle. So it is with life’s con- 
tributions. God knows where the unconscious broadcasting of life 
due to school days now vibrates. Souls must ever reveal the effect 
and make plain the message of service. Who can measure the on- 
going value of service even of our extinct colleges? Only Deity 


can do so. 
There are at present four outstanding facts respecting the 


colleges: 

1. There is now no agitation for change in location of any of 
our colleges. This fact cannot be overestimated, as to its effect in 
the promotional work. 

2. The attendance has — regularly greater throughout the 
quadrennium than in previous. quadrennia. 
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We have considered the policies suggested by the Board of 
Missions in their report, page 24, and with great respect sugyest 
that the area covered in the home field is too wide, with too meny. 
varying situations involved, to make possible any workable set of 
rules regarding the aid to be rendered. We believe that each appli- 
cation should be considered in the light of local conditions and 
dealt with according to the best discretion of the Board. | 


Your committee has considered and studied the manual of oa 
“The Union Board of Foreign Missionary Administration of ihe 


Methodist Protestant Church” with suggestions for revision: 


We recommend that the Board of Missions prepare and adont 


a manual for the guidance of the Board in determining the quaii- 
fications of the missionaries and the promotion of orderly proce- 
dure and harmonious relation in the entire mission field. 

The report of the Board contains several recommendations, 
some of which have been adopted by this Conference in the con- 
sideration of the report of the Committee on Revision, others were 


modified at the annual meeting of the Board which was held sub- 


sequent to the publication of the report. 


After considering these recommendations, we offer the fol- 


lowing:

M, S. department,

upon the work of the ministry. In case any person thus 

aided fails within one year to enter upon, and continue in 

the ministry of the Methodist Protestant Church, the entire —_— 
amount of money loaned by the Board shall be due with in- _ 
terest at five percent (5%) per annum from the time the | 
several amounts were received. If any beneficiary of the 
Board shall purpose to leave the Methodist Protestant Church 
before having repaid the loan made by the Board, papers 
shall be withheld by the President of the Annual Conference 
of which such beneficiary is a member until such debt shall 
have been paid.

\ REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BOUNDARIES 


We, your Committee on Boundaries, respectfully submit the fo]. 
eport: | 
ais og to the application of the Colorado-Texas Confer. 
ence to merge with the Texas Conference, we therefore recommend 
that this request be granted and that the boundaries of the Texas 
Conference include the entire statd of Texas, except that section of 
the panhandle, north of a line running due west from Childress, 
Texas, to the New Mexico line. | 
Second, we recommend that the south boundary of the Texahoma 
Conference be changed to that of the North boundary of the Texas 
Conference. 

Third, we would further recommend that, if agreeable with the 
members of the Texahoma Conference, that they merge with the 
Fort Smith-Oklahoma Conference. We recommend this because we 
feel that with the small number of churches in the Texahoma Confer- 
ence that they are unable to support even a Mission Conference. — - 

Fourth, we have heard the request from Rev. F. L. Sharp and ~ | 
others concerning the merging of the Mississippi and the North Mis- : 
sissippi Conferences. We would, therefore, recommend that the 
Mississippi Conference through its President negotiate with the North 
Mississippi Conference relative to a merger of these conferences, 
We believe this necessary for the best interest of all concerned. 

Fifth, we recommend that the boundary of Alabama Conference 
include that part of Florida west of the Chattahootchie River and 


the entire state of Alabama, except that part of Choctaw County 
west of the Tombigbee River. 


Sixth, we further recommend that a joint commission of the .

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lationship of the Educational Institutions to the General Conference. 
budget. The approach of the Westminister Theological Seminary- 
and the several colleges of the denomination to the budget is through 
the Board of Christian Education. Whatever financial support this 
General Conference desires to give to these several institutions must 


be given through the Board of Christian Education. 


However, the General Conference hag allotted certain territorial 
areas to each of these colleges in which territory each may pursue 
a definite program of Its own. Their appeal to the churches is not. 
therefore, limited to their receipts from the budget, and special cam- 
_paigns may be arranged within these areas in consultation with the 
Executive Committee of the General Conference. 


(d) Under the budget system as pursued during the past 
quadrennium the approach of the Board of Missions and the Board 
_of Christian Education to the churches has been limited to the budget © 

itself. Appeals have come to us “to personalize the budget.” 


This can be done, but only by restoring the initiative of the Sec- 
retaries of the respective boards and sponsoring the direct appeal 
of the Women’s Missionary Auxiliary to individuals for particular | 
purposes. One of the finest methods of work pursued by the Women’s 
Missionary Societies under the old order was along this line. 


(e) It is the judgment of your Committee that this Generali 
Conference should direct these General Boards to rebuild their pro- 
gram of operations so as to bring them within their percentages as 
allowed in this report, taking the’ receipts for the year ending April 
30, 1932, as a basis. os 


(f) We suggest further, that we not only apportion the ex- 
pected income to these respective Boards, but that we also apportion 
the time: that portion of the year beginnnig August 1 and ending 
with Christian Endeavor Day the first Sunday in February, being 
allotted to the Board of Christian Education; that portion of the 
year following Christian Endeavor Day in February and closing with 
July 31, being alloted to the Board of Missions. : | 


Within this allotted time each Board shall be expected to develop 
its work by every available form of appeal, using the Rally Day 
program in the Sunday School, a Women’s Missionary Thank-offer- 
ing for Education, by the Women’s Auxiliaries in November, and

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


Your Committee on Finance would offer the following for your 
consideration; To us it seems to be necessary to call the attention 


of the General Conference to several important items preliminary to 
a consideration of our recommendations. | 


(a) We would ask you to keep in mind the fact that the total 


receipts for New Century Service in the year just closed were $153,- 


173.48. The requests which have come to this committee from of- 
ficial sources, with a reasonable allowance for operating expenses, 
will require approximately $275,000 per annum. It is apparent to 
all that one of two things must be done— either the receipts must 
be increased beyond any former year, or the program of work pro- 


posed reduced. To increase the receipts, either a new approach 
must be found or new sources of income discovered. 


(b) By reference to the reports from the Board of Missions and 
from the Board of Education in both the Department of Religious 
Education and the Department of Educational Institutions, it will 


be discovered that practically all of the assets of the Board of Chris- 


tian Education are pledged to secure loans which have already been 
negotiated. It is believed that in course of time these securities can 
be : released by the payment of the obligations, which they cover. 
However, if liquidation were forced at this time, there would be very 
little, if any, balance after the obligations were paid. _ 


By reference to the report of the Board of Missions it will be 
seen that there are outstanding liabilities as shown in the report of 
the auditor amounting to $97,936.77. In addition to this it has been 
stated on the floor of this Conference that $26,000 will be necessary 
to cover past-due salaries and unpaid appropriations. 


(c) There seems to be a current misapprehension as to the re- 
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(15). We recommend the following salary appro riations: 
President of the General Conference $4,000 far year and 
necessary traveling and office expenses. 
Secretary of the General Conference $100 per quadren 
Assistant and Statistical Secretary $50 per quadren- 
nium.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 
AND SOCIAL SERVICE 


The Methodist Protestant Church, aside from the service ren- 
dered society in the immediate communities where local churches 
have been established,. is operating officially in what may well be 
termed “World Service” through a denominational Board of Mis- 
sions, a Board of Christian Education, a Board of Publication, a 
Children’s Home, and an Old.People’s Home. — . 

In addition to this no little service is rendered througn our of- 
ficial connection with such Interdenominational organizations as. the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, the Lord’s 
Day Alliance of the United States, the American Bible Society, the 
International Society of Christian Endeavor and the International 
Council of Religious Education. 

Much of our work for social betterment is accomplished through © 
our cooperation with and support of such Christian social organiza- 
tions as the Anti-Saloon League, the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, and kindred bodies. 

‘We are therefore, touching, influencing and uplifting human life 
not only in all parts of our own country, but through our Board of 
Missions, in India, China, and Japan; and through ordained mission- 
aries of the Methodist Protestant Church, sent out under the aus- 
pices of independent boards, in South America and Africa, 
Since -complete reports have come before this body of the work | 
being accomplished by all our Denominational Boards and _Institu- 
tions, we make special reference in this report only to the more 
prominent Interdenominational organizations with which we are af- 
fliated and through which we carry on much of our Social Service 
work, and to papers which have been referred to us. : 


The Methodist Protestant Home for the Aged

indeed can be” yet we welcome every form of cooperative effort among 
men of good will to make militarism unpopular, to outlaw war as a 
national policy in settling disputes, and to stamp all wars of aggres- 
sion for territory or spoil in their true character as “only evil and 

Peace is a resultant of righteousness. When individuals and 
nations are right in their relations with and conduct toward each 
other, they will be at peace. pats 

| The Church’s first duty is to proclaim righteousness—the right- 
eousness of God in Christ Jesus, made manifest in the Gospel. When 
that obtains, then peace will follow. “For Christ is the end of the 
‘aw for righteousness to everyone that believeth.” _ 

-. Through the Gospel of Christ, preached and accepted, righteous- 
ness is both imputed and imparted to the believer. When the people 
of the nations have the “peace of God” and “peace with God,” and 
the “God of peace,” it will be because righteousness prevails—be- 
cause “Mercy and truth are met together; righteousness and peace 
nave kissed eath other.” 

We urge our Pastors everywhere as a most effective anti-war 
measure to so proclaim the saving Gospel of Christ, that the largest 
possible number to whom they minister may come, through the new 
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The American Bible Society 


i iety, organized in 1816, to “encourage a wider circula’ ion 
of edie aociaeeras without note or comment” accomplishes its 
aim through the four following major lines of activity: | 
4. Translation. It is estimated that through the efforts of «he 
Bible Societies of the world and allied agencies the Scriptures appar 
in a new language or dialect as often as every five weeks. In this 
task the American Bible Society has a worthy share. 

2. Publication. The American Bible Society publishes the Scvip- 
tures “with no purpose of profit” in a variety of styles sufficiently 

wide to meet all individual, group, or parish needs. The whole Bible 
is published for forty-five cents up, the New Testament for as low as 
a nickel, and certain books of the Bible for one cent each, 
2. Distribution. Since its organization the American Bible 
Society has issued over 228,234,048 volumes of Bibles, Testaments, — 
and smaller portions of the Bible. Recently the distribution has ex- 
ceeded 12,000,000 copies a year. | 

4. Scriptures for the Blind. Im its service to the blind the 
Society provides embossed Scriptures in Braille and other systems at 
the uniform rate of 25 cents per volume althcugh the manufacturing 
costs exceed that amount many times. 

In addition to these major lines of activity, the American Bible 
Society serves individual churches through providing the Scriptures 
in every form required by a congregation; in furnishing much valu- 
able material on the Bible for “Universal Bible Sunday” for use in 

sermons, Young People’s programs, etc. They also publish the Scrip- 
tures in Hebrew and Greek. 
The Society is financed by contributions from churches, gifts 
from individuals, legacies, rentals from the Bible House offices, and 
“income from investment funds. 
We recommend: 


1. That we continue our support of the American Bible Society 
and that the Finance Committee be requested to make an apportion- 
ment therefor in the Financial Budget. 


_ 2. That the first Sunday in December, or one of the adjacent 
Sundays be observed as far as practicable by all of our churches as_

Temperance, Prohibition and Law Enforcement 


Methodism in all its branches has been fully convinced for many 
years that intoxicating liquor as a beverage should never be !ega} ‘ed, 
Abraham Lincoln was right when he said: “Liquor may kave de. 
fenders, but it has no defense.” ‘ 

We believe in the principle of temperance in the use of evory- 
thing that is good and helpful; we believe just as strongly in the 
principle of prohibition of and total abstinence from everything ~hat 
is hurtful and wrong. 3 : 
"We are fully aware of the persistent wet propaganda of misrep- 
resentation concerning Prohibition and the 18th Amendment by a 
liquor subsidized Metropolitan press. _ | 

The National Reform Association is authority for the statement 
that 75 per cent of our Metropolitan periodicals support the oppon- | 
ents of Prohibition. The President of the Brewers’ Association ‘es- 
tified in the U. S. Congress that they had in their employ an Editor 
in Washington, D. C., to whom they pay a salary of $7000 a year, a 
eolumnist of the Atlantic Monthly to whom they pay $5000. The 
statement is also made that the liquor forces have in their employ 
1500 writers and cartoonists. A representative of the W. C. T. U. 
speaking of these propagandists says: be - 

“To the limit of their ability they ‘spike’ and poison every picce — 
of news, distort and warp every event; suppress items that show the 


benefits of Prohibition, or color and distort them, so as to leave the 
impression that Prohibition is an evil.” 


We would call the attention of our Pastors, General Secretaries, 
College Presidents, and all who in any way are engaged in the teach- 
ing ministry of our church, to the duty, on all proper occasions, of 
making the real facts concerning Prohibition known. These facts 
may be easily secured at little cost from the Publicity Departments | 
of such organizations as the Anti-Saloon League, the W: C. T. U., 
and the National Reform Association. 

We reaffirm our confidence in the Anti-Saloon League. as the 
most effective organization through which the Church can carry on 
its work of law enforcement. We deplore the fact that wet propa- 
ganda in some quarters has, without the shadow of justice, so broug!it 
the Anti-Saloon League into disrepute, that Christian Pastors are "<- 
fusing its representatives the use of their pulpits.

Your Committee on State of the Church submits the following 
= report: 
7 ~~ ©«©To make a full survey of the church would be too large a task 
2 for a committe, under the circumstances. It has confined its work 
to several matters for the sake of attention and emphasis. 
The Christian Church was never more needed by men and 
women than today. The world needs its idealism in order to make 
it livable; and men and society need its message of redemption 
that they may be saved from a sense of spiritual inadequacy and 
despair. Human beings need grace, the grace of our Lord Jesus 
™ #£«Christ. There has been a tendency to weaken the consciousness 
: of the need by certain conditions in our, modern life which has had © 
7 an ill effect upon Christian life and character. A certain pride of 
life has developed to the detriment of the virtue of humanity, lead- 
ing the church to almost forget that Jesus was humble in spirit and 
trained his followers in humble service. It may be that the mem- 
bers of a conquering church of Christ will have to learn more 
about how to be abased, and: how to be poor; and seek not so much 
the pride of life as to experience the love of God. This weakened 
consciousness of spiritual need has tended to make the church 


cold and hard of heart, and to expect too much from organization 
and scientific procedure. | 

The church should welcome all that science can do for men 
and should use all that science can furnish for the furtherance of 
the Gospel. It should not ignore the biology and psychology; the 
farflung disclosures of chemistry and physics. But it must never 
ose its main emphasis upon a crucified love for mankind. Even in 
its fight against crime, its chief concern is not the putting of the 
criminal behind the bars but in transforming this man by the 
grace of God; and in the abolition and prevention of the conditions 
which encourage crime, Our youth needs the grace of God to 
sweeten their lives against the bitter taste of cynicism which is the 
fruit of spiritual inadequacy, though they may be bold with in- 
telleetual inhibitions in one form or another. Says Stanley Jones: 
“The eynicisms of modern youth frighten me, not because I am 
afraid of their criticism but because these cynicisms seem a symptom 
of an inner dissatisfaction with themselves. These deflected cyni- 
cisms are deflected moral judgments of themselves,—deflected to- 
ward others to save themselves.” Youth needs the grace of God.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTTEE ON WOMEN’S WORK TO THE 
GENERAL CONFERENCE 


When, by action of the General Conference in 1928, the Mis- 
sionary work of the Methodist Protestant Church was merged and 
anew organization of woman’s work was set up under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Missions, the loyalty of the women of the 
Methodist Protestant Church was challenged. The great majority 
of the women of the church accepted this challenge and entered 
whole heartedly into the new organization. This speaks well for 
their loyalty and devotion to their church, 
The women leaders throughout the denpmination at their 
first annual board meeting after the General Conference of 1928 
held in Pittsburgh, May 1929, changed their constitutions to har- 
monize with the constitution of the Board of Missions. By Oc- 
‘ober 1929 a Branch had been organized under the new Constitu- 
tion in every Conference where there had previously been a Wo- 
man’s Missionary organization. The records show that there are 
now more women actively cooperating in approximately 700 aux- 
‘liaries, than were ever enrolled in all former organizations. Some 
© ixiliaries report 100% of the women of the church cooperating. 
The attitude of the women at the fourth annual convention, 
which was held in Cambridge, Ohio, May 12-16, was expressed in 
te following resolution which was passed without a dissenting vote: 
“Resolved that after four years’ experience with the present plan 
of organization of woman’s work, we go on record as approving 
this plan and pledge our allegiance to the whole program of our 
_Conomination.” 
The advantages of the new organization are many; namety, 
the unification of the work on our mission fields, the cooperation 


of our women at home and renewed interest in the work of the |

+> make the following statement and recommendations to our re. 
spective Commissions: = 


1. We cannot fail to be impressed by the many efforts to 
establish true comity, fraternity, and actual union between these 
‘hree branches of Methodism. These efforts indicate to us that the 
desire for closer relations is a living desire in each of our Churches 
to which serious consideration must be given. We record | 
nition of it with gratitude to God, who has kept us in such an at- 
iitude to one another through the years, a 


2. We are compelled to believe that there is very great and 
erowing unity of spirit within our Churches which has not found 
formal or official action. The mention of this subject in any joint 
vathering such as the recent Ecumenical Conference is always met 
with enthusiastic demonstrations of approval. The example of our 
English brethren in establishing a union, and the union already con- 


summated between two of our Churches in Japan, Mexico, and 


Korea, bring us face to face with our own conditions in a most de- 
finite and impressive manner. The insistent urgency within our 
Churches and in the world itself for our closer union calls for 
thanksgiving on our part and soberness of action as we consider the 
life of our Churches at this time, for we may well believe that a 
closer relation than now exists is not only in the mind of the 
Churches but is also in accordance with the will of God. 


3. Previous efforts for the establishment of closer relations 
have met obstacles and difficulties which we have not found it al- 
together possible to overcome. We have not yet been able to frame 
a plan of union which has commended itself to our Churches in such 
manner as to win their full approval and official sanction, but it is our 
judgment that in the effort to find the right way to the right goal 
there should be no weariness nor cessation, no lack of faith in one 
another nor in the outcome of our endeavor. We are surely bound 

as Christian brothers to continue our search in the spirit of unity 
that we are sure exists for a final actual unity that we can offer 


to the world and to our Master as a living proof of the love we bear 


one another and Him. 
4. We have now reached a very suggestive stage in the way 


of approaches and possible rearrangements between the three 


Churches. As we have gone on we have been conscious all the while 
of a desire on our own part and a conviction which we believe exists 
in the. Churches as a whole that we must not stop with anything 
partial or incomplete, nor cease until we have exhausted the last 
effort for that perfect union between these three Methodisms which 
has been for years the dream and hope of many within them all.

Every care is taken to make it a Home in the true « 

term, and those having the care of the children 

the entire place the pure atmosphere of a Christian Home. In almost 

all eases the children are light-hearted and happy. Our neighbors 
frequently speak of the care-free attitude of our children. 

_ The children of school age all go to the nearest County school ws 
and they thus get the same school advantages as do other children in 
Guilford County, N.C. 

In the religious life of the Home, your workers and children all 
have full access to First Church, High Point, with Rev. R. I. Farmer 
as our pastor. He also has helpers who conduct a Primary and a 
Junior church. Every child in the Home who is old enough is a 
member of the church. They also have their own Christian Endeavor 

_ Societies and hold their own meetings each Sabbath, and any child 

_ will lead a meeting when asked to do so. They are wonderfully liberal 

in giving when they have money to give. Each child is taught to 
contribute to the church each year, and they give cheerfully. 

The two dormitories are badly in need of repair, and many re- 
placements need to be made in the equipments. Mrs. Dixon has been 
making some replacements with coupons from the Octagon products. 
These coupons have netted about $1,300 during the last two years. 

The Duke Endowment makes a substantial contribution to the. 
Home each year, as to othér Orphan Homes in the two Carolinas. 
Their contribution for 1931 was $2,530.70. They have set up a Stand- 
ard for Child Caring Institutions, and to meet their requirements and 
continue to share in their gifts we must make some improvements - 
in our equipment. 


Financial Facts and Figures 


The credit of the Home is very badly strained at present, and 
firms which have been very kindly carrying us have been compelled 
to ask us not to get any more from them until we can pay for what 
we have already gotten. Many of them have been caught in bank or 
other business failures and actually need their money. The follow- 
ing tells the whole story for the four years of this quadrennium: 

I. We do not have the full facts for 1928. We took charge of 
the Home on October 1, 1928. There were 72 children in the Home, 
and the cost of maintaining the Home for that year was $19,892.65 
plus the farm produce, and gifts in produce and clothing. We found

II. During 1929 there were 110 children in the Home, with an 
a average of 88 children for the entire year.

‘I know that greatness is a relative term. We do not all agree 
on all the qualities that go to make up the content. There are some 
qualities that by their absence add to one’s greatness, and <ome 
qualities, whose absence deter an_ individual from qualifyine as 
ereat. But there are many qualities that are essential, to which 
we all ascribe. 

‘TI shall not presume to name all those essential qualities. The 
time is too short, the task is too great. But I will cite a few. 

Thomas Hamilton Lewis of the Maryland Annual Conferences, 
born 1852, died 1929, was great in Mind. 

-Intellectually, he was brilliant. When he philosophized, ie il- 
lumined his hearers. And that philosophy was so shot thru with an 
unanswerable logic, that one.went with him from premise to conclu- 
sion feeling his argument unanswerable. He had a keenness of mind 
that could analyze, deduce, enforce and contend in relation to the 
propositions that he laid down—either in whole or in part—with 
lightning—like flashes of thought, all to an unusual degree. 

Add to these mental powers an eloquence of speech, by which 
words could challenge, rebuke, incite, scathe, woo and win—and you 
have what Doctor Lewis was,—the great orator. 

One might not always agree with his position, but none could 
gainsay the force of his appeal. | Ses 
In debate, he was a giant; in the pulpit, he was peerless; and 
enthusiast for a cause, he was both prophet and priest.

The first immediate decision in our program was to style the. 


General Conference Budget—“‘New Century Service”. This grew 


out of the conviction that such a name would have a tendency to lift 


the whole movement out of tabulations and impersonality. The term 
New Century grew out of the fact that this is the beginning of our 
second century as a Denomination, and the word Service being the 
best designation for the real significance of the budget. The designa- 
tion has found its way into the remotest corners of the Church and 


has become an easy and familiar way of talking about our general 


benevolences. 


~The first general approach to our program was to put the whole 
case of New Century Service into a printed Manual of 44 pages. 
- This Manual was intended as a sort of guide book in giving all sorts 
of information concerning the origin of our various budgets, per- 
centages of distribution, the matter of credits with a suggestive set- 
up for our churches as a cooperating measure. These Manuals have 
been freely distributed throughout the entire Church. ye

In order to get the Church familiar with this program as outlined 


in the Manual, we have followed two lines of action. One in the 
use of various sorts of literature, leaflets, charts and the like which 
have been in constant circulation for the four years. The distribution 
of this material has been what we call our office work in contrast to 
our field activities in cooperation with the President of the General 
Conference and the Secretaries of the Boards. All sorts of special 
group and subdistrict meetings have been held time and again In most 
of the Conferences of the Denomination. The New Century Service 
passage has been carried faithfully to the remotest corners of the 

In addition to the general program, we have set up for each year 
of the quadrennium some fresh and new approach by way of program 
and endeavor. These various annual programs have been carried to 
all of the Annual Conference in their regular meetings, approved in 
most cases by them and printed in their Conference Minutes.

Perhaps no more difficult time could have been encounted for 

- promotional activity because of the financial distress that came upon | 
the world. Our only hope and consolation is that our efforts to promote - 
the budget have in some way offset these lesser returns and that our 
condition is very much better than it might have been otherwise. It 
is a fact that all other Denominations show the same distressing con- 
dition which we have and according to their reports, the percentage 
of shrinkage is appreciably greater than ours. 

Another contributing difficulty is in the fact that the missionary 
ministry as such has sufferd serious decline, a serious condition that — 
is confronting the whole Christian Church. In many quarters there 
has been a diminishing sense of responsibility in world-wide evan- 

-gelism. The tendency to concede to all peoples the right of their own . 
religious faith has severly cut in on the enthusiasm in giving Christ 
to the whole world. | 

Other contributing conditions which could be greatly elaborated 
help to explain our reduced income. Many of our Annual Conferences 
have such burdensome obligations and programs as to crowd out the 
needs of the general Church. In some places Annual Conferences have 
taken strong exception to the size of the General Conference Budget. 
The open discussion and dissents weakened the desire of many of our 
pastors and laymen to put forth the necessary effort to meet the as- 
sessment. Many churches constantly refuse to adopt energetic ways 
and means to raise their benevolences. In some cases there has been 
dive:s'on of General Conference monies to local church needs and in 
afew cases to Annual Conference needs. Church Treasurers very fre- 
quen*!y withhold General Conference monies for long periods of time. 
Some of these cases can be and ought to be corrected by legislative

The most significant promotional effort was the Washington Con- 
vention held in the City of Washington, D. A. R. Memorial Hall, May 
12-15, 1931. This meeting financed itself thru the registrations of 
over 2500 people at $1.00 each and in actual attendance of around | 
1500 people. The Convention itself was a cross section of our entire 
Denominational structure bringing together in one program the entire 
dominant leadership of the Church in education, missions and in 
general benevolences. Everything that we have was represented on 
the program of this meeting and such an exhibit of our Denomination- 
al life both in service and personnel was the most striking and im- 
pressive we have ever known. One of our leading layman referred to 
it as a “revival de-luxe”. Missionaries from all three of our foreign 
fields, missionaries from our home fields, choirs and delegations from 

all of our educational institutions, representatives from our Chil- 

-dren’s Home, and all of it exhibited in a beautiful souvenir program

Their 
only source of relief is through the regular budget or extra efforts. - 4 
It is apparent that this coming year will not return enough to carry 
the present program, let alone provide a margin for debts. © 


As an alternative, instead of a single campaign for $50,000, to 
utilize the two special days that are at hand for special offerings, 
Children’s Day for Missions and Rally Day for Education. The two 
days would afford a natural background for promotional appeals. 
Churches, as a suggestive method, might be asked to double at least 
their offerings of a year ago with fifty percent applying as budget 
credit and fifty percent as a special effering. Putting the authority 
of the general conference back of such designation ought to remove 
to some extent some of the objections to a special campaign. 


12. Designating June 1st when salaries of general conference 
officers should begin. This was done at the beginning of this quadren- 
nium. In the event of changes in personnel, it would be well for this 
general conference to designate this time, June 1st, when offices might

When it is known, however, that the en- 
tire offering of a special day would be applicable to the Board con- | 


cerned one can readily undertand the promotion opportunity that is 
afforded. | | 


4. The possibility of putting all agencies of the Church with 
the exception of the two Boards of Education and of Missions on 
flat appropriations rather than on a percentage basis.
